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The Stevenson Strategy 


HE RISING TEMPO AND RAN- 

cor of the presidential election 
campaign may appear to represent 
merely the usual human enthusiasm 
of the democratic process in its 
quadrennial debate. Actually it is 
the result of a deliberate strategy, 
long planned and now in the open. 

Mr. Stevenson has faced two for- 
midable facts from the beginning. 
The first is that the Democratic 
Party is still the majority party in 
the nation at large, and thus if he 
could secure the normal Democratic 
vote he could win. The second is 
the personal popularity of President 
Eisenhower, who won the 1952 elec- 
tion by attracting millions of nor- 
mally Democratic votes and is 4ike- 
ly to d6 so again this year. Mr. 
Stevenson, in other words, was 
weaker than his party; the President 
far stronger than his. 

This situation called for a stra- 
tegy far different from that followed 
by Mr. Stevenson in 1952 when he 
spoke largely in abstract principles 
not so much.as a fighter as a philos- 
opher of politics. Somehow he must 
identify the President with the mi- 
nority Republican Party and, to this 
end, must force Mr. Eisenhower into 
a debate as the defender of his party 
and its record. 

At first the President intended 
to remain above the dust of the 
arena, to appear little interested in 
partisan politics and to be almost 
the non-partisan candidate of the 
whole nation. But Mr. Stevenson's 
recent attacks on him and the Ad- 
ministration, increasing steadily in 
scope and virulence, compelled the 
President to abandon this posture 

When the “Republican profes- 
sionals warned the White House that 
Mr. Stevenson was ‘making marked 
progress, when the local elections in 
historically Republican Maine seemed 
to show a strong Democratic trend, 
the President reluctantly took to 
the stump. Exactly as Mr. Stevenson 
intended, Mr. Eisenhower was obliged 
to identify himself completely with 
his party, to defend its record and 
to accept the burden of its past 

Thus far Mr. Stevenson’s stratecy 
has succeeded but it is a two-edged 
sword. For if the Democrats have 
seized the initiative and damaged the 
President's aura of non-partisanship,

UEEN ELIZABETH’S ACTION 
QO yesterday in formally 
Britain's atomic power at 
Calder Hall, Cumberland, might well 
prove a symbolic introduction to an 
era that will far surpass the glorious 
years of her 16th century namesake. 

The new plant, with an ultimate 
capacity of 100,000 kilowatts, is the 
first in the world to put atomically- 
produced electricity on a large-scale 
industrial basis. Smaller ventures, 
in Russia and the United States, have 
produced power in experimental 
quantities. 

In inaugurating this project, Brit- 
ain follows a pattern of ingenuity and 
achievement that can be traced back 
into the Middle Ages, when: coal was 
first used as an improvement on 
wood fuel. 

While there are many today who 
tend to write off the British as a 
nation in decline, it must not be 
overlooked that they still pioneer in 
many important phases of modern 
progress. In television, in the use of 
conyentional and jet aircraft, Brit- 
ain was well up among the leaders 
and out in front in many cases. 

Yesterday’s ceremony underlines 
that. quality of achievement and

This campaign, like many others, 
has not turned out as the profes- 
sionals expected. 

The Democrats had. hoped to| 
make a leading issue of the Presi- 
dent’s health, even though Mr. 
Stevenson himself did not intend to 
discuss it They also planned to 
make Mr. Nixon, as the President’s 
potential successor, a major target 
of attack. As The New York Times 
notes, neither of these has 
cut much ice 

On the other hand, the Repub- 
lican Party hoped to profit by the 
civil rights issue among the Negro 
voters but The Times, this 
subject has created little interest and 
the Negroes generally appear to be 
sticking with the Democratic Party. | 

The Republicans’ most profitable 
issue and major asset is still the 
President himself The Democrats 
have found that their best hope is to 
appear as the true champion of the 
little man, the Forgotten Man of 
Franklin Roosevelt's first campaign, 
currently called Joe Smith on the 
election posters. But Joe Smith is 
doing so well these days (66 million 
jobs against 62 million in 1952) 
that prosperity is almost taken for 
granted. While it seems possible that 
the Republican majority may be re- 
duced, and a Democratic Congress 
returned, it also seems clear that 
Mr, Eisenhower is the most popular 
president in history and still remains

In many cases I made a pil 
grimage to see the man; we became friends 
and remained friends for years Often I 
tried to help the fellow to plan his work 
better, to write it up more convincingly, and 
to get it published Usually, | found the man 
was a keen and Original type of observer He 
had much originality and he was an inde 
fatigable worker—day and night. Usually he 
was a Solitary sort of fellow who could not 
or would not ‘work with others, and this was 
a great handicap. Some of these men worked 
hard all their days but they ignored the work 
of others in their field. Some wrote in a 
jargon of their own which other workers in 
the same field could not easily understand. 


MISUNDERSTOOD 

All of them made interesting observations 
but they were not good at writing them up 
well enough so that an editor would feel safe 
in taking the paper He would wonder if 
the man was a crackpot, and he would sus- 
pect that the work was not well done. Often 
when he did publish the paper the readers 
could not understand it. As a result, in 
many cases, the man published his work in a 
book printed at his own expense Without a 
prominent publisher to handle the sale of the 
book it remained unknown, and perhaps sold 
50 or 100 copies. When later I read the ma 
terial, with every desire to something 
helpful out of it, 1 was often left puzzled,

The other day an obviously educated man 
scolded me and the medical profession for 
having, as he said, hounded to death an old 
doctor “who had shown that many diseases 
could be cured by keeping the patient under 
a pressure of two or three atmospheres.” A 
very wealthy man gave him the money, first, 
for an experimental tank in which to put his 
patients, and later for a huge tank big enough 
to house a hospital. 

To my critic I said, “Hold on; don’t scold 
me, I made a pilgrimage to see that fellow 
and his remarkable hospital. 1 liked the old 


_chap and later had him visit me at the Mayo 


Clinic. We were friends.” T trie? hard ‘to 
find out what type of disease or what type 
of patient could be cured with the method, 
but the old doctor just didn't know. He was 
not an observer or a thinker or a good re- 
porter. I tried to get him to record his obser- 
vations that he could publish a logical 
and convincing paper, but [ soon saw he 
could not do this. He was just a sweet old 
crank with one idea which he did not know 
how to communicate to his fellows. As a 
result, his clientele fell away, and when he 
died, I- believe the huge tank was sold as 
scrap mental.” 

I think that if a hundred other men in- 
clined to accuse my profession of being too 
narrow to accept a supposedly great discovery 
were down with me, perhaps in a 
library where we could pull out the man’s 
papérs and books, I could quickly show why 
the fellow had failed to sell his idea to his 
brother physicians 

I admit that we could find instances of 
able medical innovators who were ignored or 
attacked by the leaders of medicine in their 
day, but that was 50 or 100 years ago, and 
today things are much better. Also, it is 
worth noting that the crackpots are now all 
forgotten, while the great men who had some- 
thing, like Edward Jenner (vaccination), 
Oliver Wendell Holmes (child-bed fever),

WHAT'S THE SCORE?

Way back in ‘the year 1948, a football team by the name 
of The Victoria Boys Club was formed and disolved in the 
space of 24 hours. 

In actuality, this team was the Oak Bay Goblins but, for an 
exhibition, game in Seattle, it seemed more appropriate to call 
it by the more-homey, folksy name of Victoria Boys Club. 

And 80, when Seattle ‘folks turned out to see this Victoria 
team, they probably thought for a while that the club repre- 
sented a group of less fortunate youths who were finding 
moral and spiritual guidance under the care of the Victoria 
Boys Club, even though the “boys” had more whiskers than 
the House of David. 

This thought was fine, as far:as it went, but it went only 
as far ds page two of the official game program, in which the 
names of the Victoria players Were listed, together with their 
nick-names. 

There were Bernie “Tommy-Gun” Clarkson, Trev “Terror” 
West, Ken “Buck” Higgs and Don “Moose” Smythe. And Ed 
“Killer” Kozak. 

For that last appended name, they could have substituted 
“Tiger” or “Kozey.” Kozak wouldn't have mindeq what fhey 
called him because, appearing in the public prints as often as 
he has across Canada, he has adopted a benign philosophy of 
“Let's face it. Ink is ink, no matter how they spill it.” 

Now this Tiger Kozak is one of the true characters of 
Canadian football. When it comes to talking football, Tiger 
will take on Annis Stukus and Harvey Knox, give them a 
seven-point spread and still win by a converted pronoun, 


Began Looking for Better Things 


When he talks about his favorite game, it is with his 
mouth, his head, his eyebrows and his hands. It is thought 
that if Tiger’s hands were amputated, he would be a mute, 

The Tiger came to Victoria in 1948, after learning the 
grid game in Fort William. He had quit high school to take 
a job humping coal on a Great Lakes steamer but quit this 
racket 

Tiger played running guard for Lou Mogul's Victoria 
Cougars in 1948 and played that one game for the Victoria 
Boys Club. 

In 1950, Tiger, in ‘his inimitable fashion, began looking 
for better things. He joined a touring carnival and was given 
the assignment of banging down the Stakes for the tent ‘in 
which a lady named Gypsy Rose Lee exposed her pelt to the 
wind and the oggles of the back-woods rubes. 

At the end of the carny season, Tiger gave himself whole- 
heartedly to Edmonton, where Stukus was building the 
Eskimos. 

The Tiger at this time weighed 145 pounds. Stuke gave 
the time-honored brush-off by saying, “Come back. at 160 
pounds and we will talk business.” 

Tiger, for two weeks, stuffed himself almost hourly on 
hafanas and steak. He went back to Stukus, trod on a set of 
scales and sent the needle skidding to 162 pounds. To this day, 
Tiger is one of the few red-blooded Canadian boys who does 
not like steak. To say nothing of bananas. 


Team Did Better Than His Horse 


Stukus has said with sincerity, “It’s too bad they made 
so little of Tiger. He is one of the finest tacklers I have ever 
seen in my life.” 

In spite of the fact that he was too small to be a regular, 
Tiger was kept on the club for spot duty, particularly running 
down under punts where a fast man with an ability to make 
sure tackles was needed 

In 1952 and 53, Tiger bought himself a race horse and 
coached a high school football team. The team won 26, lost 
one. The horse’s record was not so successful. 

Tiger followed Stukus to Vancouver and lent a direct 
hand in building the Lions. 

Once, assigned to visit a Vancouver doctor to sell him 
half a dozen season tickets, Tiger returned with orders for 
21. tickets. ‘Tiger, it seems, got to talking to some of the 
patients in the waiting room. 

Last year, the itch got Tiger moving again and he wound 
up playing for the Sarnia Imperials of the CRFU. Scored a 
couple of touchdowns in the first game and made a hero of 
himself. 

“They loved me in that town.” 

And now, the Tiger -is back in Victoria. Friday nights 
finds him in the press box at Athletic Park, scouting the 
local intermediate teams, taking copious notes and groaning 
with deep-seated pain at mistakes on the field. 

Where does he go from here? 

Who knows? Tiger doesn’t for sure. 

“{ gotta find some place where I can use my talents. 
You know what I mean?”

Paper was invented in ancient 
| China. That much we know 
because the Western World 
| learned how to make it from the

| 751 A.D. the Arab governor of 
jthe city beat off an attack by} 
the Chinese.

These Chinese | 
happened to be paper makers 
by trade. They impressed their 
jnew master by making paper 
‘and showing its use. The Mos- 
|lems took to the idea, for they

The conquering Arabs and 
Moors were great readers and 
writers, They were fascinated 
by the peoples of the new lands 
they governed. They read all 
their literature and translated 
it into their own language. As 
they spread across Europe, this 
mammoth translation job 
needed writing materials. From 
ages past, writing had been 
done on.vellum or papyrus. Vel- 
lum, from the Latin word for a 
calf, was stretched and dried 
animal hide. Papyrus was made 
from a tall plant that grew only 
on the banks of the Nile. Vel- 
lum was expensive. Sometimes 
the papyrus crop failed 

The Chinese paper could be 
made from almost anything 
Basically, it was a matted felt 
of fine fibres, as it still is. The 
Chinese made it by pounding 
old rags, linen and the bark of 
mulberry trees to shreds. This 
was mixed with water. A flat 
mold was dipped into the soupy 
mixture. The water drained 
out through the bottom bamboo 
slats. The damp fibres. matted 
together in a sort of felt ma- 
terial. This dried to form a 
sheet of paper 

This hand-made 
tiresome to make 
expensive than vellum or 
|papyrus. Things happened 
slowly in those days and it was 
many years before paper was in 
common use. The Arabs intro- 
duced it into Sicily from where 
the Italians learned and _ im- 
proved upon it. The Moors took 
the idea to Spain where Toledo 
and other cities became paper 
making centres. 

All this time, paper making 
was being slowly improved. The 
Arabs discovered it could be 
made from flax and cotton. In 
1589, Queen Elizabeth's jeweler 
was franted a license to make 
paper. He listed linen rags, 
scrolls, scraps of parchment 
and old fishing nets in_ his

Unfair Critics

I get many letters from fairly well-in- 
formed men and women who express. their 
conviction that the medical profession con- 
sists largely of a group of stubborn and 


narrow-minded ~men who take a delight in 
ignoring and perhaps persecuting laymen and 
even a few physicians who supposedly have 
discovered a cure for cancer or some other 
terrible disease. 

When I receive such letters | sometimes 
try to find time in my terribly busy day to 
write and tell the man (or 
woman) what is true, and 
this is that I was ac 
i@ quainted with the person 
who was supposedly perse- 
cuted, and I am sure that 
his failure to supply the 
world with a great medicine 
was his own fault not the 
fault of the Medical As- 
sociation. No one “perse- 
cuted him” or “hounded 
him to his death.” Dr. Alvares 

All my life I have had much sympathy 
for those men who narrowly missed genius 
and success. In many cases I made a pil- 
grimage to see the man; we became friends, 
and remained friends for years Often I 
tried to help the fellow to plan his work 
better, to write it up more convincingly, and 
to get it published. Usually, I found the man 
was a keen and original type of observer. He 
had much originality and he was an inde- 
fatigable worker—day and night Usually he 
was a solitary sort of fellow who could not 
or would not work with others, and this was 
a great handicap. Some of these men worked 
hard all their days but they ignored the work 
of others in their field. Some wrote in a 
jargon of their own which other workers in 
the same field could not easily understand 


MISUNDERSTOOD 

All of them made interesting observations, 
but they were not good at writing them up 
well enough so that an editor would feel safe 
in taking the paper. He would wonder if 
the:man was a crackpot, and he would sus- 
pect that the work was not well done. Often 
when he did publish the paper the readers 
could not understand it. As‘a result, in 
many cases, the man published his work in a 
book printed at his own expense. Without a 
prominent publisher to handle the sale of the 
book it remained unknown, and perhaps sold 
50 or 100 copies. When later I read the ma- 
terial, with every desire to get something 
helpful out of it, I was often left puzzled,

But, like the Indians, it’s two cultures 
merging. 

And this, of course; is a composite sketch 
of things I've really seen in different places 
up the island. 


But it always seems to me that the real 
Vancouver Island is in the little towns and in 
the isolated settlements. It’s in logging train, 
and chipper truck, and fishboat heading for 
the harbor. 

I can’t feel it here in Victoria. It’s charm- 
ing here and pretty but, to me, it isn't real.

and with a feeling that perhaps the man had 
a big ‘message but could not be sure it was. 

The other day an obviously educated man 
scolded me and the medical profession for 
having, as he said, hounded to death an old 
doctor “who had shown that many diseases 
could be cured by keeping the patient under 
a pressure of two or three atmospheres.” A 
very wealthy man gave him the money, first, 
for an experimental tank in which to put his 
patients, and later for a huge tank big enough 
to house a hospital. 

To my critic I said, “Hold on; don’t scold 
me. I made a pilgrimage to see that fellow 
and his remarkable hospital. I liked the old 
chap and later had him visit me at the Mayo 
Clinic. We were friends. I tried hard to 
find. out what typeeof disease or what type 
of patient could be cured with the method, 
but the old doctor just didn’t know. He was 
not an observer or a thinker or a good re- 
porter. I tried to get him to record his obser- 
vations so that he could publish a logical 
and convincing paper, but I soon saw he 
could not do this. He was just a sweet old 
crank with one idea which he did not know 
how to communicate to his fellows. As a 
result, his clientele fell away, and when he 
died, I believe the huge tank was_sold as 
scrap mental.” 

I think that if a hundred other men in- 
clined to accuse my profession of being too 
narrow to accept a supposedly great discovery 
were to sit down with me, perhaps in & 
library where we could pull out the man’s 
papers and books, I could quickly show why 
the fellow had ‘failed to sell his idea te his 
brother physicians. 

I admit that we could find instances of 
able medical innovators who were ignored or 
attacked by the leaders of medicine in their 
day, but that was 50 or 100 years ago, and 
today things are much better. Also, it is 
worth noting that the crackpots are now all 
forgotten, while the great men who had some- 
thing, like Edward Jenner (vaccination), 
Oliver Wendell. Holmes ‘(child-bed fever), 
Pasteur (bacteriology), Lord Lister ‘anti- 
septic surgery), and Dr. Morton (anesthesia) 
were soon greatly honored, and are honored 
today.

I am watching, with the keenest of interest, the activities 
of the parks commission with regard to the feline popula- 
tion of this city. 

As I understand it, the parks commission is discussing 
the feasability of imposing a limit on the number of cats 
dwelling in a single household. 

The suggestion is, only five cats to a customer. 

(At this point, 1 am valiantly resisting the obvious 
Spoonerism, viz., only five cusses to a catsiomer.) 

I am sure the parks commission is being very sincere 
about this, and must have worked out, by slide rule, the 
mathematical magic of the number five with relation to cats. 

But I have a feeling the commission may run into a few 
difficulties along the route 

For one thing, it is very difficult to tell how many cats 
belong to any one household 

There are times when a household appears to be filled 
ta .over-flowing. with cats, but. proving how many cats 
actually live there is something else again. 

Cat& are notoriously self-sufficient animals, who liye 
where they please and can take care of themselves very 
well, thank you, wherever they live 

Ask the average cat where he, she or it lives 
reply will be “murrowerr,” meaning “who knows?" ‘ 

Thus the official cat counter (and there would have to 
be such an official appointed) would have great difficulty 
in counting cats and assigning them to a specific household. 

The cat counter would also have trouble through count- 
ing the same cat twice 

When counting cats, counting the same cat twice is a 
pitfall difficult to escape, as One cat looks very much like 
another cat 

Also, if the cat counter counted cats on Thursday 
might count the maximum five cats, and by Friday 
the cat population of the same household could be 25. 

A temporary solution might be a fractional formula, 
counting a kitten as only one-ninth of a cat. But this would 
be temporary indeed, as .kittens have a way of becoming 
cats rather rapidly.

All in all, the parks commission might be better advised 
te get a little practice in simpler Matters before trying to 
impose a limit on cats. 

As first steps, they could practice on limiting the number 
of budgie birds allowed to be lost, or the number of ter- 
mites per cubic foot of timber content 

Or they ‘might even stick to parks commissioning.

SEATTLE—This 572,000-person city was 
Ike Eisenhower's Wednesday. 

Close to 15,000 persons, yelling, cheer- 
ing, banner-waving, greeted the President 
for a major political address in the civic 
auditorium, and packed the adjacent 
stadium. ; 

He looked fresh, cleth-cut, happy and 
healthy. Mamie wore a simple black dress, 
white gloves, hat and shoes and had a 
corsage of white flowers. In appearance 
she looked like any pleasant housewife’ off 
for an_ afternoon tea. 

Thé tumult was a scene common enough 
on the presidential vote catching tour, but 
an eye-opener to a Canadian viewer. 

The power in each one of the 15,000 
pairs .of lungs must: have represented

“We intend to hear Ike at the audi- 
torium,” said Pte. Don Fraser, 26, Simcoe, 
Ont.

Nolable in the audience was a large number of young

Mr. Eisenhower varied only the odd word from his 
prepared text, such as when he looked up from his paper, 
adjusted glasses, and said, “Weakness cannot co-operate 
with anything. All it can do is beg We will hold out 
friendship for any country in the world who will grasp it 
honestly,” 

He spoke firmly, directly, and with high confidence 
unflustered by the continual pep of photo bulbs under 
his nose. 

For some reason not imfMmediately apparent, the band
